Joint water supply 
believes the cost ot the plants, »100,000,OUO, 
will be met without encroaching too much 
on the debt limit ot %ny municipality. 


The, plan Involves the purchase by each 


•aparate municipality o£ the present dis- 
tribution system within Its own limits, 
and the creation of a metropoltan water 
Bomraission by act of the legislature, 
which 
shall 
acquire all the near-by 


sources and sell v. ater to the several cities 
at the points where the mains cross their 
boundary lines. 
Uutimately it is pro- 


posod that this commission shall build the 
pipe line to the frlerra and add the water 
no developed to the system, which would 
b* already in operation for Its delivery. 


DETAILS OF PLAN. 


R.-"ighiy, the cost is estimated as $50,- 


000,000 for the purchase of the present 
water companies supplying San Francisco, 
San Mareo, Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties, and another SoO.000,000 for the 
development and addition of Sierra source, 
presumably the Hetch-Hetchy. 


In the case of San Francisco It is esti- 


mated that $15,000,000 would be required 
to nurchase the pipes arid reservoirs and 
pumping: stations of the present water 
company which are within the city and 
county. 
This amount would have to be 


raised by a bond issue, and the plan 
contemplates a 1'ke action on the part of 
Oakland, Alamcda, Berkeley, San Mateo 
and other cities adjacent to the bay. 


It Is further suggested that the water 


commission, which would be created by 
legislative action, might purchase in its 
own name the n 'ar-by sources at present 
owned by the private corporations, and 
that this purchase might be affected by 
an issue of bone s which the water com- 
panies would be willing to accept In pay- 
ment for the properties, which would be 
held by the commission as the basis of Its 
bond issue. 


50,000,000 GALLONS. 


Following this first step in the plan 


would come the development of the Ala- 
meda county sources on the Calaveras 
croek and other adjacent canyons, which. 
It is estimated, v.-ould furnish an addition- 
al supply of from 30,000,000 to 50,000,000 


gallons a year, and relieve the bay cities 
of danger from water famine for from ten 
to twenty years. 


The last stage in the plan is the build- 


ing of a storage reservoir in the Sierra, 
to b<' connected with the intercities' sys- 
tem by a pipe line across the San Joa- 
quin valley. 


The committee which has this project 


under consideration is composed of the 
may >rs of Oakland and San Francisco, 
the city attorneys of both cities and 
James D. Phelan. 


'This plan was first suggested," said 


Percy Long yesterday, "at the time Engi- 
neer Dockweiier and myself were work- 
ing on the Spring Valley suit. 
We sent 


to d'fterent cities for data on the water 
question, and in so doing we found that 
a system exactly as we have outlined was 
in operation in Massachusetts, where a 
metropolitan water commission supplies 
Boston and the adjacent cities in a sim- 
ilar way. 


LOCAL DIFFICULTIES. 


"The feasbllity of the plan as applied 


to the bay cities appeals in the fact 
that the immediate bond issue required 
of £ ny of the municipalities would not 
be prohibitive. 
I believe the gentlemen 


in tne management of the Spring Valley 
procerty' are Inclined to deal fairly with 
the city. 
They have stated that they 


are unable to guarantee a supply of water 
for more than three years under the 
exifctig circumstances, and the People's 
Water Company is in similar difficulties. 
At the same tme there Is nothing to pre- 
vent them from disposing of their holdings 
in a manner which would leave the city 
practically without a water supply. 
The 


situition here in California is more diffi- 
cult than in the East1 for the reason tha^ 
we have a dry season of six months and 
the areas where there is an abundant 
rainfall 'and a- relative- ample supply of 
purt' water are at a distance. 
For these 


reasons the problem of a municipal water 
supply Is too great for any one corpora- 
tlo nor any single municipality. 
By*com- 


bin'ng under the pl.in which has been out- 
lined, we believe the difficulties can be 
ove -come. 
There are at present only 


three great -cities in the country which 
do not own their own water supply. They 
are Denver, Oakland and San Francisco,"

The President's Message. 


The President's message is a slasfting attack on railroad man- 


agement in the United States, brist'in|- with caustic comments on 
the methods of predatory wealth, particularly the heads of the great 
railway systems. He wants governmdnt control amplified and ex- 
tended, and recommends drastic legislation to suppress the evils of 
stock gambling and stock watering. 
He also desires amendments 


to the Sherman Act empowering the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to zrevent over-charging and cFscriminalion. 


In tone and tenor the message is' characteristic of its author. 


Never was a more militant message jent to Congress and never 
'did the President more plainly and earnestly appeal to the people 
to support him in the stand he has taken and the measures he has 
recommended as a cure for abuses ididitted to be large and grow- 
ing. Addressing Congress, the President speaks to the nation, and 
seeks to rally an aggressive pub'ic sentiment to his side of the con- 
troversy. 
In some sort, the message,is to be taken as a defiant 


answer to the strictures on the President's policies in Chancellor 
Day's recent book, "A Raid on Prosperity." 


While the President feels sure or his ground and certain of 


the wisdom of the remedies he proposes,, there will be a grave ques- 
tion in many minds whether his treatment of the subject is not 
unhappy in view of the present disturbed financial condition of die 
country. While the evils to which the President directs the atten- 
tion of Congress should be suppressed, it is doubtful if the remedies 
he proposes are not too drastic and the language in which they are 
suggested calculated to further ala<m capital and aggragate 
the 


existing financial and industrial depression. There is such a thing 
as being inopportune, and of doing the right thing in the wrong 
•way. We hope the President's me hod is as v,ise as his intention 
is honest and benevolent. 


Nevertheless, it is worthy of note 'that an immediate slump in 


the stock rrarket followed the message. In a moment the financial 
situation became more strained. Lovvtr-quotations for wheat anc 
cotton followed the message, showing that stocks were not alone 
affected by the President's onslaught on organized capital. While 
ter has endeavored to separate the sheep from the goats and to 
draw a Distinction between honest and dishonest corporation man-

agement, the public mind will receive the President's communication 
as a severe application of the "Big Stick" to the multi-millionaire 
heads of the great railway and industrial corporations. Hence it 
has produced an uneasy feeling in linancial circles everywhere, in- 
parting an atmosphere of gloom and uncertainty to a situation al- 
ready depressed and insecure.

Oakland as a Distributing Center. 


The merchants of San Rafael and other towns in Marin county 


are vigorously endeavoring to es^iblish a direct ferry service to 
Oakland fo- the transportation o freight and passengers. 
San 


Rafael is h iving a canal opened through the mudflats between deep 
•water in the bay and the shore li le which, -when completed, will 
Ti'bvide a convenient landing and afford an opportunity for the 
Establishment of such a ferry service as is being planned. 


Estimating on the present population of the Marin county com- 


fmunities, the promoters of the enterprise believe it will be a big 
money and time-saving proposition. Their plans have advanced to 
that stage where they expect to have the first steamboat in the 
new ferry line in service within a few months. 


Under the present system freight from 
Oakland 
to Marin 


county tovns is transported by the roundabout way of San. Fran- 
cisco, requires rehandling a number of times, which involves extra 
expense ai d a delay frequently of two and three weeks. Marin 
county merchants ar: copseque'ht'y heavily handicapped. Direct 
ferry service will emarcipa'e them irom the delays, the expense 
and inconvenience of the trans-shipment of freight from Oakland 
to San Frrncisco and its reshipment there to Sausalito, Tiburon or 
San Rafae'. 


Within the past two years Oikland has become a distributing 


center for -nany points around the 'jay and the interior of the State. 
The merchants of outside communities that have thus been brought 
into direct commercial intercourse with this city have learned its 
value. They are reaping the same benefits Oakland importers of 
carload lo's have been deriving since the 
railroad 
companies 


abandoned the old-time custom of double trans-bay shipment and 
began yarding Oakland bound carron this side of the bay. That 
change enabled the Oakland importer to escape the double trans- 
bay charges and the tolls of San Francisco middlemen and to save 
at least fo IT days in time when delivery was made under the most 
favorable i onditions. Even many of the San Francisco wholesalers 
have since established warehouses in Oakland in order to escape 
the double bay ferriage and save lime.. The stocks stored in these 
-warehouses are delivered to them direct from the car and a draft is 
made on them to fill orders from the interior communities directly 
tributary to ttyis city. The action_gf,4he Marin county merchants 
is an indii ation that an appreciat on of Oakland's value as a dis- 
tributing center is broadening.

ties of this sensation-weary town. 
Judge Lawlor, before whom these 
considerations were heard, has 
declined to order the case to im- 
mediate trial, but Mr. Calhoun's 
lawyers intimate that there may 
be ways by which a reluctant 
court .may be enforced in a matter 
so directly related to the legal 
rights of a citizen. 


Viewing the matter from the 


outside it is difficult to see any 
reason why the Ruef case should 
be forced in ahead of the iCalhoun 
case.
